W hy Traffic Must Be Regulated 


Of more than passing interest in East Liverpool, where re­ 
cently announced "dead stop," "no left turn" and "no parking” 
regulations governing the operation of automobiles have resulted 
in much discussion pro and con, is the report of* the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters on the 1021 traffic 
toll in the United States. 
Nineteen thousand persons were killed and 450,000 injured 
by automobiles in this country last year, the rep o rt says. 
And of 
the dead 5,700 were children. 
The figures indicate that the motor car killed 52 persons and 
injured 1,232 every 24 hours. 
Automobile accidents at grade crossings claimed 1,680 lives 
and injured 5,050 others. 
However, the encouraging feature of the report is the fact 
that the rate of increase in frequency of accidents was less in 1924 
than iii 1923 and that the number of persons killed per 10,000 
cars registered has decreased steadily, the figure for 1915 being 
24 per cent, while in 1924 it was only 9.8. 
The automobile, reports show, is more deadly than the rail­ 
road train or trolley car. R. H. Aishtun, president of the American 
Railway association, says that 'ast year there were but 149 fatali­ 
ties in 931,000,000 trips made by passengers on American trains, | 
and the number of those injured was 15 per cent leas than the 
average for the four previous years and the smallest since 1901. 
These figures appear to support the contention that it is 
safer to travel on a train or a street car that is going GO miles an 
hour than it is to walk the streets of cities. 
For this reason, police find it necessary to adopt regulations 
to Safeguard pedestrians.

W hat Muscle Shoals is Good For 


The Scientific American has had a competent man investi­ 
gating Muscle Shoals, with results that may surprise the public. 
The general idea has been that the big waterpower project 
in Alabama was destined to provide vast quantities of nitrates, 
especially for fertilizer. 
The investigator reports that of the two 
units so far built, of which one is complete and the other will be 
ready for operation by midsummer, the former is of little or no 
use for producing nitrates because its method and equipment *ire 
obsolete, and the latter is of doubtful value and limitrnf capacity 
for that purpose. 
All the nitrates they can extract from the air, lie says, are 
a Very small fraction compared with the amount required by 
American agriculture. 
Muscle Shoals, he insists, can neither pro­ 
duce much fertilizer nor produce it cheaply. 
It will probably have 
little effect on the fertilizer situation, even if all its available 
power is used for that purpose. 
Is the great plant valueless then? 
By no means, he replies. 
The power is there, in the water and in the mechanical equip­ 
ment. 
It is a great factory for the production of electric power. 
And the south, particularly, needs such power for its industrial 
development. 
The obvious thing, he concludes, is to turn the power pro­ 
duced at Muscle Shoals into the electric super-power system that 
is intended to feed the industries of North Carolina, South Caro­ 
lina, Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee.

toll in the United States. 
Nineteen thousand persons were killed and 450,000 injured 
by automobiles in this country last year, the report says. And of 
the dead 5,700 were children. 
The figures indicate that the motor ear killed 52 persons and 
injured 1,232 every 24 hours. 
Automobile accidents at grade crossings claimed 1,080 lives 
and injured 5,050 others. 
However, the encouraging feature of the report is the fact 
thai the rate of increase in frequency of accidents was less in 1924 
than in 1923 and that the number of persons killed per 10,000 
cars registered has decreased steadily, the figure for 1915 being 
24 per cent, while in 1924 it was only 9.8. 
The automobile, reports show, is more deadly than the rail­ 
road train or trolley car. R. II. Aishton, president of the American 
Railway association, says that u.st year there were hut 149 fatali­ 
ties in 931,000,000 trips made by passengers on American trains, 
and the number of those injured was 15 per cent less than the 
average for the four previous years and the smallest ainee 1901. 
These figures appear to support the contention that it is 
safer to travel on a train or a street car that is going OO miles an 
hour than it is to walk the streets of cities. 
For this reason, police find it necessary to adopt regulations 
to Safeguard pedestrians. 


What Muscle Shoals is Good For 


The Scientific American has had a competent man investi­ 
gating Muscle Shoals, with results that may surprise the public. 
The general idea has been that the big waterpower project 
in Alabama was destined to provide vast quantities of nitrates, 
especially for fertilizer. The investigator reports that of the two 
units so far built, of which ore is complete amt the other will be 
ready for operation by midsummer, the former is of little or no 
use for producing nitrates because its method and equipment are 
obsolete, and the latter is of doubtful value and limited capacity 
for that purpose. 
All the nitrates they can extract from the air, he says, are 
a very small fraction compared with the amount required! by 
American agriculture. Muscle Shoals, he insists, can neither pro­ 
duce much fertilizer nor produce it cheaply. It will probably have 
little effect on the fertilizer situation, even if all its available 
power is used for that purpose. 
Is the great plant valueless then? By no means, he replies. 
The power is there, in the water and in the mechanical equip­ 
ment. 
It is a great factory for the production of electric power. 
And the south, particularly, needs such power for its industrial 
development.

W hy T raffic M ust Be R egulated 


Of more than passing interest in Fast Liverpool, where re­ 
cently announced "dead stop," "no left turn" and "no parkin*’’ 
regulations governing the operation of automobiles have resulted 
in much discussion pro and con, is tho report of the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters on tho 1921 traffic 
toll in the United States. 
Nineteen thousand persons were killed and 450,000 injured 
by automobiles in this country Inst year, the report says. 
And of 
the dead 5,700 were children. 
The figures indicate that the motor car killed 52 persons and 
injured 1,222 every 21 hour*. 
Automobile accidents at grade crossings claimed 1,080 lives 
and injured 5,650 others. 
However, the encouraging feature of the report is the fact 
that the rate of increase in frequency of accidents was less in 1921 
than in 1922 and that the number of persons killed per 10,000 
cars registered has decreased steadily, the figure for 1915 being 
24 per cent, while in 1924 it wee only 9.8. 
The automobile, reports show, is more deadly than the mil*f 
road train or trolley car. R. H. Aishton, president of the American 
Railway association, says that tuft year there were but 149 fatali­ 
ties in 921,000,001) trips mad*- by passengers on American trains, I 
and the number of those injured was 15 per cent less than th e1 
average for the four previous years and th** .smallest since 1901. 
These figures appear to supjHirt the contention that it is J 
safer to travel on a train e r a street car that is going OO miles an 
hour than it is to walk the streets of cities. 
For this reason, police find it necessary to adopt regulations 
to safeguard pedestrians.

The Scientific American hun had a competent mon investi* 
gating Muscle Shoals, with results that may surprise the public. 
The general idea has been that the big waterpower project 
in Alabama was destined to provide vast quantities of nitrates, 
especially for fertilizer. The investigator reports that of tho two 
units so far built, of which one is complete ami the other will be 
ready for operation by midsummer, the farmer is of little ar no 
use for producing nitrates because its method and equipment (ire 
obsolete, and the fatter is of doubtful value and limited capacity 
for that purpose. 
All the nitrates they can extract from the air, he says, are 


a very small fraction compared with the amount required by 
American Agriculture. Muscle Shoals, he insists, can neither pro­ 
duce much fertilizer nor produce it cheaply. 
It will probably have 
little effect on the fertilizer situation, even if af? its available 
power is used for that purpose 
Is the great plant valueless then? 
By no means, he replies. 
The power is there, in the water and in the mechanical equip­ 
ment. 
It is a great factory for the production of electric power. 
And the south, particularly, needs such power for its industrial 
development. 
The obvious tiling, he concludes, is to turn the power pro­ 
duced at Muscle Shoals into the electric super-power system that 
is intended to feed the industries of North Carolina, South Caro 
lins, Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee.

The Governmental Army 


The number of public errployes at Washington is said to 
have been brought down just about to tho irreducil I*1 minimum. 
This means 556.000 persons, against 400,000 just before Hie war 
and nearly 1,000,000 at the war peak. 
It is still a good many. It is far more than private enterprise 
would use to carry on the same business. Governments are notor­ 
iously slow, cumbersome and inefficient in the transaction of 
routine business, not to mention the expediting of unusual-busi­ 
ness. Some alight additional cuts can be made, no doubt, but per­ 
haps it is useless to expect much more. 
It is to be remembered, too, that along with the increased 
business left on the government’s shoulders by the war, there is 
a natural growth of work and personnel due to the growth of pop­ 
ulation and wealth and new standards of federal service. 
On the whole. Uncle Sam’s army of civilian employes may 
be regarded as an expensive but inevitable and necessary evil. 
Three-fifths of the list consists of postal employes. 
If the 
others had so high an average of competence as these, there 
would he little complaint. 


Balancing The Population 


Here are some marriage and birth statistics which a maga­ 
zine editor would probably call "gripping." 
Only 788 women out of every 1,000 in this country marry. 
Only 700 men out of 1,000 marry. 
Obviously men "repeat" 
oftener than women. This mostly because wives die oftener than 
husbands. 
To reproduce 1,000 women, the 788 married women must 
have 1,250 daughters, to replace themselves and their unmarried 
sisters. 
This means, says the statistician, that there must be an 
average of 2.6 children per family to reproduce the family. 
But one lamily out of every six does not have any children. 
So the parents who do have children must have an average of 3.1 
to keep society even.
